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New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  July  declined  $3.0 
billion  or  1.7  percent  to  $175.5  billion  the  Department  of 
Commerce,  Bureau  of  Census  reported  today.  This  is  the  first 
decline  in  orders  since  a  3.1  percent  decrease  in  February,  and 
the  second  since  last  October  when  orders  reached  a  low  of 
$152.4  billion. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  were  down  $0.8  billion  or 
0.5  percent  to  $173.1  billion.  This  is  the  first  decline  in  ship- 
ments since  October,  except  for  a  slight  0.1  percent  decrease  in 
February.  The  backlog  of  orders  held  by  manufacturers  at  the 
end  of  July  was  estimated  at  $317.9  billion,  up  $2.4  billion  or 
0.8  percent  from  June.  This  is  the  fifth  consecutive  monthly 
increase  in  the  orders  backlog,  as  the  value  of  incoming  orders 
has  exceeded  shipments  by  $12.6  billion  or  1.5  percent  since 
February. 

The  book  value  of  manufacturers'  inventories  was  estimated 
at  $258.4  billion  at  the  end  of  July,  an  increase  of  0.4  percent 
over  June  and  offsetting  a  0.3  percent  decline  the  prior  month. 
Inventories  had  declined  13  consecutive  months  to  a  low  of 
$257.3  billion  in  March;  since  then  the  level  has  somewhat 
stabilized.  Inventories  by  stage  of  fabrication  over  the  last  four 
months  show  an  increase  in  raw  materials  and  supplies  of  0.7 
percent,  in  work  in  process  of  0.6  percent,  and  a  slight  decline 
in  finished  goods  of  0.1  percent.  The  inventory  to  shipments 
ratio  for  July  was  1 .49,  up  from  1 .48  in  June. 

The  new  orders  decline  in  July  was  totally  in  the  durable 
goods  sector.  The  capital  goods  industries  were  down  $3.9 
billion  or  12.2  percent  to  $28.3  billion;  new  orders  for  defense 
capital  goods  were  down  $1.2  billion  or  15.1  percent,  following 
a  66  percent  increase  last  month;  while  orders  for  nondefense 
capital  goods  declined  $2.7  billion  or  11.3  percent  to  $21.6 
billion,  following  a  9.3  percent  increase  last  month. 

When  grouping  the  orders  data  into  major  industry  cate- 
gories, the  transportation  equipment  industry  showed  the 
largest  decline,  decreasing  $3.1  billion  or  13.1  percent  to  $20.4 
billion,  following  a  28  percent  increase  in  June.  The  volatile 
aircraft  and  parts  industry  caused  most  of  the  change  in  both 
months.  Orders  for  nonelectrical  machinery  were  down  $0.7 
billion  or  4.4  percent  to  $14.8  billion. 

The  declines  in  orders  for  transportation  equipment  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  were  partially  offset  by  increases  in 
orders  for  electrical  machinery  and  primary  metals.  Orders  for 
electrical  machinery  were  up  $1.0  billion  or  7.6  percent  to 
$14.5  billion,  due  to  a  large  increase  in  the  electronic  com- 
ponents category.  New  orders  for  primary  metals  increased 
$0.2  billion  or  2.2  percent  in  July  to  $10.3  billion  with  the 


steel  industry  going  up  $0.3  billion  or  7.1  percent  to  $4.2 
billion.  Steel  orders  reached  a  low  last  December  of  $2.7  billion. 
Following  that  orders  jumped  31  percent  in  January  and  21 
percent  in  February,  but  have  been  fluctuating  around  $4.2 
billion  since  then.  Orders  for  nonferrous  metals  showed  a  slight 
decline  in  July  of  0.5  percent  to  $5.1  billion.  Nonferrous  metals 
orders  reached  a  low  of  $3.7  billion  last  October  and  have  been 
generally  increasing  since  then. 

The  decline  in  manufacturers'  shipments  in  July  was  also 
concentrated  in  the  durable  goods  sector,  where  shipments  were 
down  $1.0  billion  or  1.1  percent  to  $85.6  billion.  Although 
most  of  the  industries  showed  decreases,  the  only  significant 
decline  was  in  the  transportation  equipment  category.  Ship- 
ments for  that  industry  declined  $1.0  billion  or  4.6  percent  to 
$19.7  billion,  with  the  auto  and  aircraft  components  causing  the 
decline.  Shipments  of  machinery  were  down  a  slight  0.5  percent 
to  $28.3  billion. 

Shipments  of  primary  metals  increased  $0.4  billion  or  4.3 
percent  to  $10.2  billion,  the  fifth  consecutive  monthly  increase 
in  the  series.  The  July  shipments  increase  was  almost  entirely 
attributable  to  the  nonferrous  metals  category. 

Shipments  in  the  nondurable  goods  sector  in  July  were  87.5 
billion;  an  increase  of  $0.1  billion  or  0.2  percent  from  June. 
There  were  offsetting  movements  in  the  specific  industries  with 
the  petroleum  and  textile  industries  showing  the  largest  in- 
creases and  tobacco  and  food  products  showing  the  largest 
declines. 

The  backlog  of  manufacturers'  orders  continued  to  edge 
upward  in  July.  The  end  of  the  month  estimate  was  $317.9 
billion,  6.6  percent  above  the  1982  low  of  $298.1  billion  in 
November.  Most  of  the  specific  industry  categories  showed 
increases.  When  the  industry  categories  are  grouped  into  the 
capital  goods  industries,  the  backlog  of  orders  for  defense 
capital  goods  increased  $0.9  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $107.6 
billion,  while  the  backlog  of  orders  for  nondefense  capital  goods 
decreased$1.1  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $119.3  billion. 

The  increase  in  manufacturers'  inventories  in  July  was  basi- 
cally in  the  nondurable  goods  sector,  where  nearly  all  of  the 
industry  categories  showed  small  increases.  The  slight  decline 
in  the  durable  goods  sector  resulted  primarily  from  declines  in 
nonelectrical  machinery  and  primary  metals  offsetting  increases 
in  most  of  the  other  industries. 

The  advance  report  on  durable  goods  for  August  is  scheduled 
for  release  on  September  22,  1983,  and  the  full  report  is  sched- 
uled for  release  on  October  3,  1983.
